Hi  Joseph, 

Flere  is  a copy  of  our  latest  guidelines  for  "Marked  uncontrolled  crosswalk 
guidelines".  Please  keep  in  mind  that  these  are  for  marked  uncontrolled 
crosswalks.  Signals  and  Stop  signs  are  controlled. 

Basically,  for  LADOT  to  mark  an  uncontrolled  crosswalk,  the  location  needs  to 
satisfy  all  of  Section  A "Minimum  Requirements"  and  one  of  Section  B Guidelines 
(just  one  is  needed  for  Section  B). 

Once  the  crosswalk  satisfies  these  requirements,  then  we  go  to  what  type  of 
marked  crosswalk  will  be.  Regular  marked  uncontrolled  crosswalks  will  be  for 
Local  and  Collector  streets  for  example.  For  Secondary  and  Major  Streets,  we 
can't  just  mark  a crosswalk.  We  will  need  warning  beacons  or  a full  traffic  signal. 
That's  when  Section  C becomes  relevant.  It's  based  on  the  Average  Daily  Traffic 
(ADT)  of  the  street  that  you  are  crossing.
